I hereby declare that I, Jason Fryar, being first duly sworn on oath, do hereby state and 
allege as follows: 

1 . I am the Production and Marketing Director of Embrex, Inc., assignee of the 
above-referenced patent application. 

2. The egg support assembly described and claimed in the above-referenced patent 
application was trial tested outside the United States as follows: 

a) An Embrex, Inc. Inovoject® egg injection machine in a hatchery in Denmark 
was retrofitted with the egg support assembly in January, 2000. 

b) An Embrex, Inc. Inovoject® egg injection machine in a hatchery in Brazil was 
retrofitted with the egg support assembly in April, 2000. 

c) Two new Embrex, Inc. Inovoject® egg injection machines that included the 
egg support assembly were installed in a hatchery in Brazil in August, 2000. 

3. The egg support assembly described and claimed in the above-referenced patent 
application was first installed in an Embrex, Inc. Inovoject® egg injection machine in the United 
States in a hatchery in Clermont, Georgia in January, 2002.
